three years time to make their braſs Plates good; but they were ſo crack'd and broken, and by reaſon thereof made the Wire ſo brittle and flawy, 

| Aug, 13, that it was not merchantable ; and if a ſpeedy Remedy had not been found out, the Works muſt have funk. ſo that about the 13 of the ſame 
Month Coggs and Company made a verbal Agreement with the Appellant to give him 500 J. to fave their braſs Plates from cracking and 

breaking, which the Appellant effected in a very ſhort time to the great Advantage and Satisfaction of the Company. : | 
The Company perceiving that by the Appellant's Method of working, their Wire would be greatly advanced in its price; and being convin-

78 J. per Annum, and to find for him and his Family convenient Habitation, Coals, and Beer; and farther covenanted, that they would during 

the time the ſaid Works ſhould continue at Eſher, or elſewhere, and the Appellant ſhould live, pay unto the Appellant, over and above the ſaid 

78 I. per Annum, 3's. 6 d. for every hundred weight of braſs Wire that ſhould be made, whether by the, Appellant, or any aber Perſon that

That the Company pretending, that in caſe the Appellant ſhould be hindred in the Management of the Works, or they could be better ſer- 


ved by another, 1t might be reaſonable that they ſhould have the Liberty of making another Agent, not diminiſhing the Appellant's Profit, 
who lad taught them to work up to that Standard; the ſame was agreed to: and that the Appellant might be ſecure in all Events, they cove-

Coggs having a mind to ſupplant the Appellant, and to place one Criche, a Servant of his, in the Appellant's ſtead, ſent for the Appellant 
to London under pretence of ſettling his Accounts, and in the mean time, without any other reaſon, cauſed the Appellant's Wife, who was near 
her time of lying In, and his Children to be dragged out of Doors in a cold froſty Morning, where they were almoſt periſhed, and threw 
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his Goods into the Lane, where they were ſpoiled. | zr TAG. LO TON 
That thereupon the Appellant brought his Action at Law againſt Coggs and Company; and Coggs exhibited his Bill in Chancery for an 
Injunction, and to be relieved againſt the {aid Articles; and the Appellant brought his Croſs Bill agamſt the Reſpondents for a Specifick per- 
formance of the {aid Articles, the Appellant having performed them on his part for the time paſt, and ready to do it for the future. 
Decree, The ſaid Cauſes were heard before the Right Honourable the Lord High Chancellor, . who declared that . Ir did not appear that the Appellant 
Feb. 20. 1796: ce had committed any Miſdemeanor, or Miſbebaved himſelf in the Management of the Works, ſo as to forfeit the Benefit intended him by the Articles; 
“but on the contrary, it appeared the Appellant was an able and underſtanding Man in the Affairs he undertook for the Companies Service, and 
“ had been very uſeful to them, and ſucceſsfulin curing the Miſchiefs the Works lay under, and in improying the fame: and that the Conſideration 
of the Appellant's reſtoring the Works in ſuch manner as he had done, was the Confideration of the great Reward he was t0 have by the Arti- 
« cles; and that the Appellant was well intituled to all the Advantages coming to him by the ſaid Articles, except the 3 s. 6 d. payable to him 
of every Hundred weight of Braſs Wire made at the ſaid Mills; which his Lordſhip conceived was intended a Reward attending the produce 
&« of the Works, only during the time the Appellant ſuperviſed the ſame, and that he Was hot intituled to'the fame ſince; therefore decreed, it 
<« ſhould be refered to a Maſter to take an Account between the ſaid Parties, and to ſee what was due to the Appellant for the 3 5. 6 d. for every 
Hundred weight of Braſs Wire made at the Mills during the time your Petitioner ſuperviſedthe Works ; and farther decreed the Articles ſhould 
be performed by the Parties thereto for the future, and that the Appellant ſhould repair to the Works again, and act according to the Arti- 
* ON. if Coggs ſhould require the ſame; and that the Appellantſhould be paid his Sallary according to the Articles, till the farther Order of 
the Court.

'1. For that the ſaid 3 c. 6d. per Hundred is not allowed him as well /mce he was turned out from the Management of the ſaid 
Works, as for the time he ſuperviſed the ſame; inaſmuch as he did not in any wiſe miſbehave himſelf in the ſaid Imploy- 
ment, nor do any thing t forfeit the benefit of his ſaid Agreement, and was always ready to perform his part of the ſaid Arti- 
cles; and the Works are now carried on under his Methods. | | CE 
U. | For that the Braſs Wire made by the ſaid Company being of equal goodneſs to the ſaid Pattern, the Company by the ex- 
preſs words of the ſaid Agreement, were to pay the Appellant the ſaid 3 5. 6 d. per Hundred during his Life, he having left 
„all other Methods of getting a Livelihood to ſerve the {aid Company. And being barr'd of entring upon any new one, both 
the Articles and this very Decree, obliging him to ſerve them (if Copgs require him) during his Life. 
For which Reaſons the Appellant humbly hopes your Lordſhips will be pleaſed to amend the ſaid, Decree in that Reſpect, 
CE and order that the Appellant ſhould be uo and paid the ſaid 3 8.
